With each ig the pripe 
ciple true, the greater the “turnover” 
the greater the profits, and to obtain 
these they send out agents, some open 
and avowed, but many acting in secret, 
and found in all classes of society and 
trade, inducing their acquaintances by 
artful and alluring representations to 
“invest’’ their money. 

It is with the secret agent that we 
are concerned, for few people, even 
after they have peen bitten, suspect 
him.

In Berlin and other cities, large and 
small, are dozens of shops and offices 
maintained exclusively for the sale of 
lottery tickets. The daily newspapers 
print three and four-paged lottery sup- 
plements at the periodical drawing pe- 
Tiods, and there is ag much excitement 
throughout the country to know the 
winner or winners of the ‘great prize” 
of 1,000,000 marks, as there will be 
in America on election night next No- 
vember. There are hundreds of lottery 
clubs—organizations, whose members 
band together to speculate regularly in 
lottery tickets, dividing the cost and 
sharing the profits. .The liveliest specu- 
lation is in the tickets of the Prus- 


Sian state lottery, run by the Kaiser’s 
own government for its own private: 
profit. Governments of other federa! 
States in Germany also run lotteries. 
The official stamp on their operations, | 
of course, inculecates public confidence. | 
It is not considered gambling, but 
patriotism, to take a flyer in these 
state jotteries. One can buy a ticket 
for 76 cents which may win $25,000 

ickets are divided into quarters and 
halves. so that two or more persons 
may share the expense and any te- 
sulting spoils. Countless churches, 
schools, orphanages, hospitals, blind and

‘‘Sensualized, Overdressed and Futile,’ That Is the Pic- 
ture Robert Herrick Draws of Our Women in 


Powerful Novel—Striking Conclusions 


from False Premises. 


Review by Samuel W. Dibble. 

This Professor Robert Herrick, of the 
University of Chicago, has done some- 
thing which invariably makes the 
animals sit up, gasping or irate, and 
take notice. 

He has drawn back, fists filled with 
mud of the most approved blackness, 
and, lunging forward viciously, fairly 
smirched and smeared that divinity we 
set on a pedestal and call—woman. 

“Three Weeks,”’ by Mrs. ‘Glyn-of-the- 
sunset-locks was a novel written 
sheerly for the amusement of persons 
who like to reag about the part of us 
that -reeps on ¢<ii fours. It sold splen- 
didly. 

‘Together’ is a novel that brushes 
aside the glib and accepted convention- 
alities with which we conceal those 
things. that .work way down bé- 
low the surface in man and 
woman, and gives us a good 
view of ourselves as we are 
when the guests have departed, the cat 
is put out and the front door locked, 
and—the clock creeps on to the next 
day. 

The first book will please the frivol- 
ous. The other will do so at the ex- 
pense of some little bewilderment, a 
good deal of self-searching and quite 
a volume of angry protest from divers 
quarters.

the incOnveniences of maternity and 
who do regard display and the substan- 
tial luxuries of life as the summum 
bonum of existence. 

If their creed dominated the entire 
sex, the nation would be amply justified 
in going into the hands of a moral, 
mental and spiritual receiver. 

It does not, and, from indications 
that are of a very fundamental nature, 
it never will. 

Race suicide the facility of divorce, 
the sociological flaw that shows in the 
outcrepping of the overrated “affinity,” 
are problems, it is true, but only minor 
and annoying problems. They are 
symptomg of something wrong, but not 
hopelessly, or even chronically wrong. 

We do not indict the entire nation 
for robbery on account of a few horse 
thieves.

prohibit and does not bring the social‘ 
benefits claimed for it, but that it does 
lead to a whole train of evils—black- 
mail, corruption, hypocrisy and law- 
lessness. An investigation that would 


throw light on these and other matters 
of controversy looks decidedly 
while. The investigation suggested is 
in line with that carried out ten years! 
ago by the “committee of fifty’ with 
most useful results, but more restrict- 
ed in aim ang scope. 

Mrs. Boyd indicates the lines of in- 
vestigation that seem to her the most 
important, as follows: 

“The first question that should be in- 
vestigated, ag I think, is, whether pro- 
hibition really prohibits tne sale and 
consumption of liquor, and this should 
be made both in a state where the law 
is no new thing, as in Kansas. where it 
has existed since '881, and in\one where 
it ig recent, as in Georgia or‘Alabama. | 
. « + The second main line of investi- 
gation would deal with the economic 
effect of prohibition. There should be 
a study of the Increase or decrease of 
taxable values throughout the state un- 
der prohibition; . . . The capital 
removed from the state by prohibition, 
the capital reinvested in other ways, 
3 Sa > . the number  of—homes 
bought on time under prohibition and 
before, the number of time-payments 
for small lots, the increase or decrease 
of savings bank deposits, the reports 
of local grocers’ associations, credit 
agencies, dry goods dealers, etc., in re- 
gard to numerical increase of those en- 
gaged in these businesses, extent of 
salés and surety of payment. 

“The third main line of investigation 
should deal with the effect of prohibi- 
tion on crime and disorder.

The 
altered cost of courts, police systems, 
and the maintenance of jails and pris- 
ons throughout the state should also 
be taken into consideration. The social 
effects of prohibition would furnish 
another and most interesting line for 
investigation, The increase or decrease 
of pool rooms and ganmtbling establish- 
ments; the use of liquor in the haunts 
of vice, with the possible increase or 
decrease in the number of such estab- 
lishmentg; the growth of small the- 
aters or workingmen’s club, and efforts 
to supply the social features\of the sa;

We want no “penny-wise and 
pound-foolish” policy for Atlanta. We want a broad-minded, liberal, cour-

It is a splendid slogan that Mr. Candler furnishes for the Atlanta of the 
next decade. 

“We want,” he says, “a broad-minded, liberal, courageoug policy.” 

It is questionable if the people of Atlanta have consistently observed a 
policy of this description in the last three or four years. It is to be feared 
that we have, like the ‘“‘conservative’™ business man of Mr. Candler’s fable, 
stinted expenditure in the false name of “economy,” neglecting developments 
and improvements in many directions, unmindful of the phenomenal growth 
of the city and of the fact that some day the policy which Mr. Candler char- 
acterizes as “penny-wise and pound foolish” would rise 
“economy” as “parsimony” and “conservatism” as lack of foresight. 

These municipal faults are, however, in the past. The Constitution be- 
lieves the people of this city are fully awakened to the knowledge that a 
metropolis of 150,000 inhabitants cannot be governed by the slipshod methods 
that would hold together a cross-roads village. We be@ieve, too, they have 
discovered that every dollar spent in improvements of a sanitary nature, as 
explained by Mr. Candler, will return dividends which cannot be expressed 
in dollars and cents. 

The radical readjustment of city boundaries, and the plans for large mu- 
nicipal expenditures have come to a focus with such comparative sudden- 
ness that it is possible the people will require several days to digest their 
real importance, The gist of the problem is that Atlanta has now become 
a metropolis, and can afford no longer to measure policies and expenditures 
from a parochial or a provincial angle. | 

The new era upon which we are now entering holds questions and quan- 
darles complex and unprecedented in nature and proportions. It need not 
be doubted that the larger conception of citizenship in Atlanta, the concep- 
tion that views its duties in the light of an equal partnership, will be equal 
to their satisfactory solution. 
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WAKENING OF THE PEACH-GROWERS. 


One week ago The Constitution published an extensive study of the pres- 
ent status of the peach industry in Georgia, showing accurately how lack of 
distribution and absence of cooperation thréatened the development of what 
Should be one of the most assured sources of revenue to the people of the 
State. 

In subsequent articles and editorials, the necessity for organization of 
a practical nature was emphasized as the only remedy for a situation the 
danger of which was universally admitted. 

The response to these appeals by the peach-growers of Georgia is demon- 
strative evidence of the value of publicity, rightly directed. Meetings of rep- 
resentative orchardists in every portion of the peach belt have iridorsed the 
contentions. of The Constitution, and there is everywhere manifested a 
willingness to cooperate in the formulation of definite plans which shall do 
away with the unbusiness-like methods at present thenacing the welfare of 
every individual grower. 

The proposition is oné@ of dollars and cents, plain -business. at the last 
analysis. The testimony and experiences of large and small growers indicate 
that the man with an orchard is confronted by the simple alternative of 
whether he is satisfied with the present return for his investment, or whether 
he will take steps that will bring him two dollars where his return is now 
one-half of teat amount. 

In other words, the peach industry in Georgia has developed to the ulti- 
mate limit possible under the present unsystematic arrangement. The state 
cannot keep on producing bumper crops, as last season, and shipping cars 
at random to markets, not knowing whether or not those markets can profit- 
ably absorb them. 

Such hit-and-miss practices can only ead to discouragement and large 
losses, working on up gradually to the largest growers, until the industry sus- 
tains a body-blow which will forfeit the marvelous growth of the past five 
years. 
Upon the assumption that the peach-growers of Georgia are not willing 
to court such disaster without an effort to avert it, The Constitution will 
continue its campaign to encourage the immediate formation of an organiza- 
tion sufficient to cope with the problems indicated by the most responsible 
followers of the industry.

Governor Smith yesterday vetoed the 
bill which passed at the recent session 
of the general assembly, providing for 
@n extension of the state’s present pub- 
lic school book contracts for a period 
of two years, until January |}, 19/1. 

In connection with his veto, Governor 
Smith prepared a statement of his rea- 
sons for this action, which are attached 
to the disapproved hill. 

The governor states that if this bill 
were allowed to become a law § the 
State would be without contracts of 
any sort, and would be practically at 
the mercy of the book companies which 
are now supplying the state under the 
adoption of five years ago. The present 
contracts expire at the end of the five 
year period, as do the bonds given by 
the book companies for compliancé 
with them. 

The bill makes no provision for en- 
tering anew contracts, or 
for the renewing of the bonds. It pro- 
hibits the state text book commission 
from entering into any new contracts 
whatever for the period etated, and it 
is said, if it became a law, the com- 
mission would have no authority to 
discontinue any book that might have 
become unsatisfactory, nor could it se- 
cure the advantage of lower prices tn 
the event they have been given on the 
same books elsewhere.

and even three or four years may have 
to elapse before it can repeat the trick. 

With every new season everybody has 
e chance. It’s the delightful uncertain- 
ty of the thing that holds us. Variety 
ig the spice of life. That's why we al- 
ways view the prospect of the next sea- 
gon with satisfaction; we know we're as 
good as the next ones, and, personally, 
we always believe we're going to be just 
a little better, 

In major league ball it is easier to 
“repeat” on the pennant-grabbing stunt 
than in minor league circles, for the rea- 
son that the ‘‘champs’’ in those circles 
can retain all their stars; there is no 
one who has the right to take them away. 
And Wf it was really superior playing 
that won it for them once, there is lit- 
tle real reason why that same superior 
skill (barring the element of bad _ luck) 
ghouldn't do it again.

Abbe Lemire’s Bill. 


Moved wy this state of things, by 
the impediment that the law offered 
to marriage. Abbe Lemire, one of the 
few priest deputies. in the chamber and 
@ man of admirable enthusiasms, 
brought in a biH a year ago, to sim- 
plify the formalities. After the age 
of thirtg the consent of the parents 
is no longe-s required. This seems 4 
very meager concession to the modern 
spirit, but it has already worked mar- 
¥vels. The marriage rate is on the up 
turn, to the tune of 8,000 more mar- 
riages in the latter half of 1907, the 
law being passed in June. The good 
Abbe attempted a still larger reform, 
but was not successful. He wished, in 
imitation of the reform in Belgium, to 
Place marriage within the limits of the 
common law—that is to say, to enable 
the person who had attained his ma- 
jority to contract it without the inter- 
vention of his parents. This, however, 
was too daring a proposition for the 
chamber, and it stayed short at mod- 
ifying’ the formalities for all mar- 
riages and absolving the “flances’’ from 
their parents’ consent after the age of 
thirty. 

The upward movement in marriage 
is to be directly traceable to the new 
legislation, as Dy. Jacques Bertillon, the 
municipal statistician, points out In an 
article in The Figaro; it is proved by 
the immediate advance in the figures 
after it was promulgated. | 

Dr. Bertillon pleads for the Belgian 
method on the ground that it en- 
courages early marriages, reduces the 
number of illegitimates, and aids in the 
natality returns. Here is an instance, 
despite tlie old Latin tag to the con- 
trary, that morals are really affected 
by laws. As a consequence of.the con- 
cession here noted, the marriages for 
1907 are more numerous than since the 
two years follawing the war (a case of 
retarded marriages), whioh have hither- 
to constituted the record, and more 
numerous, proportionate to population, 
than in 1813, when the young man rusnh- 
ed to matrimoy to escape conscription. 
The marriage figures for the second 
half of 1907 stand at 160,680.

Chafin was well along in his speech, 
when a negro, pursued by a mob, came 
towards the speaker's stand from Fifth 
and Washington streets, where he had 
been pulled from a street car. 


The crowd closed in on the negro and 
had him ,on the ground, beating him 
with their fists and clubs. The negro 
finally got away, and jumped on the 
platform. 

It was at this point that Mr. Chafin 
stepped to the front of the mob, put 
his hand to his hip pocket and threat- 
ened to shoot any one who touched the 
negro. Mr. Chafin’s threat fad the 
desired effect, although he had no 
weapon. . . |

Attorney General Fletcher then ap- 
plied through a bill of intervention to 
prevent interference of the receiver 
with the actian of the chancery court. 
He argued this proceeding with the at- 
torneys of the company here last Tues- 
day before Judge .-iles in a special 
sitting of the federal) court. The fed- 
ral court sustains the demurrer of the 
company and the stockholders to this 
bill of the attorney general, and the 
receiver will therefore proceed to wind 
up the affairs of the company acting 
in the place of officers of the company. 
General Fletcher maintained that the 
receivership was a mere subterfuge 
adopted by the company in order to 
enable it to continue in operation.

An invention of a Georgia man, which 
promises to add many thousands of dol-

Walts of the Ostrich. 


(From The New York Sun.) | 
The so-called waltzing performance 
of the gstrich is familiar to all in 
Sout Africa, but few outsiders havé 
ever heard of it. It consists of a rapid 
whirling movement,. sometimes one 
way, sometimes another, the wings 
spread out and alternately elevated and 
depressed. It is a fascinating sight 
when indulged in by a large flock. 

First one bird will dart forward and 
pegin the circular movements. Another 
will follow and then others until the 
entire flock is careening aroung in the 
mad whirl. Some wiH continue until 
they drop exhausted or, apparently be- 
coming giddy, stumble and ‘fall.

are together. It often takes place

among only a few, but if’ never so in- 
tense or prolonged as when the flock 
is large. 

Chicks only a month on two old en- 
gage in the amusement, though they 
are rather clumsy and sometimes stum- 
ble, particufarly when they are re- 
versing. As they grow older they per- 
form several complete turns with great) 
facility, though even adult birds some- 
times stumble and break their legs in 
falling. 

This gay behavior is 
stinctive, and, as with other instincts, 
it is perfected by experience. Ostrich 
chicks begin the whirl even when rear- 
ed away from other ostriches and with- 
out having seen the performance. The 
South. Africans have the following 
theory of the significance of this play- 
ful activity:

ostrich can protect itself 
against lions and leopards in no other 
way than by flight. When chased by 
a beast of prey the osirich, starting to 
run, twists and turns {!{n a curtous 
fashion and jerks so quickly from side 
to side that no beast would be likely to 
have time do set himself for a spring 
in one direction before the bird had 
changed its course. 
Ostriches thus pursued have been 
seen to stop at full speed, turn as if 
pivoted and: flee again in almost the 
opposite direction. Probably no other 
animal can do this. ‘ 
The South Africans believe that the 
instinctive waltzing movement of the 
ostrich ts useful in perfecting the bird 
In the art of suddenly twisting and 
turning, which ig most likely to assist 
it to elude its natural enemies, the 
larger carnivora. 


Angler's Bitter Memories, 


(Karl of Kinnville in M. A. P.) 

lthough angling has been and atill is 
One Of the chief delights of my life, 
something bitter always arises when 1 
think of my fishing experiences. 
Taught from my earliest years to han- 
die a rod and throw a fly. {t hag never- 
theless never been my good fortune to 
Srass a really big fish. On the other 
hand, some of the greatest duffers, so 
far as angling goes. I have ever known 
have ‘‘wiped my eye’ time and again 
at salmon fishing. Only a year or two 
since I had a friend staying with me 
at Dupplin castle, who, to the best of 
my belief, had never before handled 
a salmon rod or any kind Of rod jn his 
lifa But almost at the first cast—if 
one could dignify the action by such a 
name—he rose, hooked and eventually 
grassed a forty pounder. Another 
friend, also a most indifferent fisher- 
man, ‘killed single-handed a splendjd 
fish that went all but fifty poun@s. 
But I, who have given years to the 
game, have never seen my spring bal- 
ance tally more than thirty-one pounds. 


Utilizing Sharks’ Teeth. 


The natives on some of the. Pacific 
islands, being geewtded with neither 
metals nor any stone harder than the 
coral rocks of which the atoils they in- 
habit are composed, would seem badly 
off, indeed, for material of which to 
make tools or weapons were it not 
that their very necessity has bred an 
invention no less ingenious than cu- 
rious and effective. This is nothing leas 
than the use of sharks’ teeth to give a 
cutting edge to their wooden knives 
and swords, The. mouth of the shark 
contains 300 teeth arranged in five 
rows, all closely lying upon each oth- 
er, except the outer row, and so con- 
struced that as one tooth is broken or 
Jost another takes its place. The teeth 
are not only pointed or keen, but are 
finally and regularly serrated, so that 
the cutting power is greatly increased. 
Indeed, so great a facuity have thes¢ 
teeth for wounding that the imple- 
ments and weakons upon which they 
are-used have to be handled with great 
care. The Kingmill islanders |. 
many strange articles of sharks’ teeth.
